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WAS ONLY AN ACCIDENT. 


Prof. L. A. Schidlo B*oeive» a Bullet in 


the Left fireact or CareleMly 


Handling * Barolrer. 


The fact that Prof. Louis A. 


„ Sehidlo, a well known musician of 


this city, bad shot himself the night 
before, spread rapidly about the city 
Monday morning, and accompanying 
the report were many rumors, most of 
them without the least foundation as 
to truth. 
The Prof, was seen on 


Tuesday by a representative of THE 
GAZETTE, and while he was inclined to 
have as little said about the matter 
as possible, denied that the shooting 
was intentional. In company with a 
couple of friends be visited the picnic 
at McDill, Sunday'afternoon, return- 
ing to the South Side at about five 
o'clock. 'There he secured some lunch 
and then remained at the Bohrbeck 
saloon for two or three hours, talking 
with the proprietor 
and others. 


While there he claims to have been 
insulted by an acquaintance, 
and 


the latter was put out doors by the 
proprietor, assisted by the professor. 
Two strangers came in thereafter, 
and their remarks seemed to indicate 
to Mr. Schidlo that they wished to 
attack him. After going out Schidlo 
and Bohrbeck conversed for a short 
time, and fearing that the two 
strangers might be lying in wait for 
him, Schidlo asked the proprietor for 
his revolver, saying that he wanted 
to go to his boarding house and get 
some snuff and would be back in 20 
minutes. For the safe return of tbe 
revolver, the protessor offered 
to 


deposit a silver dollar, but the shoot- 
ing iron, an old time, German revolver, 
was turned over without question of 
security. This was about 11:30, and 
Schidlo walked over as far- as Cente'r 
avenue and thence north as far as 
Jefferson street. On Jefferson street 
he walked east a block or two and 
again went south to Oak street. 
Near the corner of Oak street and 
East avenue he was met by a resident 


- of the vicinity, and in less than two 


minutes thereafter the latter heard a 
shot, but paid no attention to it. 


While near the 5th ward school, 


Prof. Schidlo says he pulled the re- 
volve! from his pocket, and as he held 
it up in both hands to ascertain how 
it was loaded, the weapon was dis- 
charged. The bullet entered the left, 
breast, -Bear the abdomen, and after 
passing in an outward and downward 
direction three or four inches came 
out. The .shock staggered him great- 
ly, and for several ninutes he was 
obliged to support himself by-keeping 
hold of the fence. He then went to 
the home of an acquaintance on Oak 
street, a married woman, and said 
that he had been shot. 
He was 


assisted to his room at the boarding 
house of Mrs. O'Riley, 500 Division 
street, and Dr. von Neupert was 
called to dress the wound. No serious 
results will follow, and Schidlo will 
have entirely recovered in a few days. 


Prof. Schidlo has been a resident of 


Stevens Point for about one year, com- 
ing here to take charge of the Ein- 
trachts Verein chorus, and did excel- 
lent work in that connection. 
Like 


most musicians, he likes to live well, 
and his income from the society and 
pupils being limited at times, he says 
he often felt discouraged, while the 
future for him looked clpudy,lifebeing 
a burden. 
Then again he was con- 


fined to his room for several weeks, 
last winter, on account of an injury, 
and during the same time he suffered 
two hemorrhages. On Sunday night, 
however, he had no thought of suicide, 
and if he had been handling his own 
revolver, the accident would not have 
happened. His father, who is a retir- 
ed forester, a step-mother, three sis- 
ters and two brothers live in Germany, 
and they have been writing tu him to 
come back to the fatherland. 
On 


Monday he wrote his father for funds, 
stating his condition, and as soon as 
the money is received he will return 
to the land of his birth.

Travel to Their Convention. 


PREPARATIONS AT WA8HIKOTOH. 


Provision* For the EntArtalnnnt of OO.OOO 


Visitor*—Mootlno to Bo Hold ID Thro* 
Hi* T.nU and Twenty-three ChnruhM—A 
Chortu of 4.OOO Voice*—The Programme. 
Sixty thousand Christian Endeavorers 


will swoop dowu on Washington early 
in July and take possession of the city. 
Each individual of this great host of 
young people will be » delegate to the 
fifteenth annual convention of that so- 
ciety, which has more than 3,000,000 
members throughout the world. Not 
only will almost every Protestant com- 
munity 111 the United States be repre- 
sented there, but delegates will come

froai the four quarters of the earth. 
Somo of them are already on the way. 
The first one to start was an enthusi- 
astic member whose home is in South 
Africa. 


Christian Endeavor conventions are 


always interesting not only from a re- 
ligious standpoint, but in other aspects. 
There is a good deal that is spectacular 
in the gathering of so many young men 
and women, all in holiday attire, with 
gayly colored badges fluttering in the 
wind, and there is much that is dra- 
matic vrheu thousands of them lift their 
voices in some such inspiring hymn as 
"Gathering In the Sheaves." All these 
delegates seem to possess the earnestness 
inspired by a great cause supported by 
the enthusiasm of youth. 


For months this enthusiasm has been 


gathering force. At the meetings of ev- 
ery local society throughout the land the 
catch phrase of "On to Washington" 
has been repeated with telling effect. It 
has been shouted in the convention ral- 
lies at which new recruits to the mass 
of delegates have been enrolled and it 
has even been set to music, and will be 
snug all the way to the national capital 
by many of the delegations. The En- 
deavorers are enthusiastic and persistent 
singers.' From the time they take the 
cars, when they join the Endeavorers 
who regretfully remain behind in sing- 
ing "God Be With You Till We Meet 
Again," until they return they are sing- 
ing hymns and Endeavor songs. They 
sing on the trains, to the great amaze- 
meiit of the brakeman and secular trav- 
elers ; they sing at their hotels, wheu 
viewing points of interest, while wait- 
ing for dinner and when the convention 
is in session they break forth into song 
at frequent intervals. 


The Christian Endeavor conventions 


call together probably the greatest num- 
ber of persons of any assemblage of any 
sort held in this country, yet such a 
com- 


plete system is used by the reception 
committees that there is little or no 
confusion. At least there will be none 
in Washington this year. The system 
that has been adopted for this conven- 
tion, and which will probably be used in 
the future, is simplicity ' itself. Each 
state delegation is assigned to a particu- 
lar church which is to be used during 
the convention as the headquarters of 
that particular body of delegates. As 
each tramload is landed at the railroad 
stations tho delegation is met by a com- 
mittee and escorted to its church home 
or headquarters. There the delegates 
proceed to register. EacJi one fills out a 
card stating name, home address, society 
and state delegation. Then ^he delegate 
is. assigned to a hotel or boarding place 
and with bags and bundles he or she 
is escorted to the temporary home thus 
allotted. 


Each reception committee has a room 


fitted up in a church where the dele- 
gates may register, receive their mail 
and get all sorts of information about 
the city and the convention sessions. 
As the delegates register they are hand- 
ed official badges, which will admit 
thorn to tho sessions, also several pam- 
phlets containing a great deal of valu- 
able information, including a map of 
the city. By this system it is impossible

op and telegrams and mail promptly 
received.

Tho work of preparing for the «nm. 


Teutiou has been going on steadily since 
last March, and much has beeu accom- 
plished. Not only the Endeavorers, but 
Washiugtouiaus iu general, are enthusi- 
astic over the plan to extend to the dele- 
gates a warm we'come. Many conces- 
sions from the public authorities and 
private citizens have been obtained. 
Tho churches and business houses will 
be gayly decorated. 


Nearly all the churches in the city 


will be thrown open, and the largo 
armory of tho Washington Light iu- 
faiitry, as well as Central hall, has 
been engaged as a meeting place. The 
great meetings, however, will, aa usual, 
be held m three big tents, each capable 
of seating from 6.000 to 8,000. These 
tents will be kncwn as "Tent Washing- 
ton," "Tent Willistou" and "Tent En- 
deavor." They will be pitched on the 
great expanse of lawn back of the White 
House, known as the "white lot." 


Inside the tents will be erected large 


platforms capable of seating 1,200 per- 
sons each. There will have to be accom- 
modations for 600 invited guests and 35 
speakers on each platform. The rest of 
the space will be occupied by the choirs. 


The musical part of the sessions will 


be most interesting, for a chorus of 4,000 
voices has been in training for months 
and will lead the great congregations in 
singing the Endeavor songs. A large 
number of vocal and instrumental solo- 
ists have also been engaged, so there will 
be no lack of melody. The music com- 
mittee is in charge of Mr. C. S. Clark. 


On Wednesday evening, July 8, the 


opening meetings will be held in 23 
churches and the topic for all these will 
be ' 'Deepening the Spiritual Life.'' The 
official opening of the convention occurs 
the next morning, wheu the great tents 
will be thrown open to the delegates and 
the first session will be called to order 
by President Clark and other presiding 
officers There will be several addresses 
of welcome with responses and then the 
president's annual address will be read 
at all the meetings, to be followed by 
Secretary Baer's annual report, Thurs- 
day afternoon will be devoted to denom- 
inational rallies, the tents being used 
by the Presbyterians, Congregationalists 
and Baptists. 


The first of the great moss meetings 


will occur in the tents, halls and 
churches Thursday evening, when the 
general topic will be ' 'Christian Citi- 
zenship." Many eloquent and well

known speakers will be heard at these 
meetings. More mass meetings will be 
held Friday morning, when the topic 
will be "Saved to Serve." There will 
be a meeting of the Junior societies at 
the same time. Friday afternoon com- 
mittee conferences will bo held in tho 
churches and in the evening the tents 
will be used for a meeting for citizens 
at which the Endoavorers will make an 
attempt to evangelize the Washingto- 
nians in large numbers. 


Saturday will be a red letter day, as 


some novel features have been put on 
the programme. One of these will be 
something that has never before been 
attempted at the conventions. It is ex- 
pected that a great open air mass meet- 
ing will be held on the great plateau on 
which stands Washington monument. 
The Endeavorers will gather around the 
base of the shaft and sing patriotic 
songs for awhile, and then they will 
form in line and march to and down 
Pennsylvania avenue, probably 00,000 
strong, singing "Onward, Christian Sol- 
diers '' At the end of the avenue the 
procession will halt, and if permission 
is granted addresses will be delivered 
from the steps of tho capitol. 


Sunday tho delegates will attend reg- 


ular services at tho churches aud evan- 
gelistic services for citizens will bo 
held in tho tents. On Monday, tho clos- 
ing day, the first session of the World's 
Christian Endeavor union, the organiz- 
ation of which was perfected at- Boston 
last summer, will be hold in two of the 
tents. In the other tent a meeting in 
the interests of Armenia will be held. 
The convention will clone Monday even- 
ing with meetings in three tents, in the 
halls and in some of the churches. In 
each place a sermon will be preached 
and a consecration service arranged. 


It is not to bo supposed, though, that 


the delegates will ultfiid inff tings all 
the time to the exrlnsion of sightseeing. 
At least two afternoons have been pur- 
posely left comparatively free, KO I'nat 
the Endeavorero may make excursions 
to the various points of interest in the 
vicinity of the capital. Thousands of 
them will go down the river to Mount 
Vernon and across to Arlington Heights, 
while there will not bo an hour of the 
day dnnng the whole time of the con- 
vention that they will not swarm in all 
the public building*. Tlio Endeavorers 
who ride bicycles will not be overlooked, 
a* Reveral num have been arranged. The 
delegation from various parts of th« 
country will make side trips on the way 
to Washington and return in order to 
make the journey a pleanant M well M

geuulnu pluy of ShukesjMMiro's had been dis- 
covered. But one roprescntution wan suf- 
ficient to disi>cl thcbo hopes. 


TIio real author of this Wank verso piny, 


William Henry Ireland, witg almost a lx>y. 
Born In 1777, by tho fciino he was 19 ho 
had proved himself alinowt as "marvelous" 
i boy as Chattf-rton, whose story always 
had a remarkable fascination for him from 
the time when hS.s father read it aloud to 
him. 
Old .Samuel Ireland was himself a 


remarkable man, who, starting in life as a 
Spitalsfli'ld weaver, had become an en- 
graver and an author of some note and had 
received a imsdal from the Society of Arts. 


There is considerable doubt as to the 


legitimacy of his son William Henry, but 
however that may have been tho father 
spared no pains in the education of tho son, 
ind after a course of private schools in 
London and France took up tho finishing 
of his instructions himself. Perhaps the 
two times which told most upon tho toy's 
subsequent career were that reading aloud 
Df tho story of Chatterton and a visit to 
Stratford-on-Avon iilmut 1794,in the course 
of which they Imbiliod a number of ridic- 
ulous fables, particularly one as to a recent 
3ugtructioii of a mass of Shakespearean 
manuscripts by an ignorant owner of Clop- 
son House. 


In tho autumn of 1794 William Henry 


entered upon his career of fraud. Getting 
nold of some old looking kind of ink, he 
nscrlbed on tho fly leaf of an Elizabethan 
.ract a dedicatory letter from tho author 
to Queen Kllzalxith. Kncoura^ed by tho 
complete manner in which this document 
duped ills father, ho proceeded in Docem- 
jor to the first of tho Shakespearean for- 
geries which ho was soon to carry to such 
lengths. 


On a piece cut out of an Elizabethan 


mrchiucnt deed, to which ho had access, 
10 drew up a deed of mortgage between 
Shakespeare and John Hcmmingo on tho 
one part and Kichard Frascr and his wife 
on tho other, imitating tho poet's signa- 
ture from a facsimile of a genuine deed of 
IfilS and adding seals abstracted from va- 
rious genuine deeds of Shakespeare's time. 
Renewed success encouraged him to a per- 
'ect hailstorm of "Shakespearean" relics. 
Verses and letters of tho poet inscribed on 
ly loaves, old printed books with Shakes- 
scare's name on tho title page and notes 
ind verses in tho atmehandwriting on the 
margin followed in Ixnvildoring succession. 
There were oven extracts from "Hamlet" 
ind a transcript of'' King Lear,'' tho latter 
liffering in a few small details from the 
current version—a highly ingenious stroke 
on tho forger's part. 


A young friend of tho youth accident- 


ally discovered him constructing one of 
these relics, but was prevailed upon to say 
nothing and even to corrolxiniUj tho great 


M. H." story, which ho invented to ex- 


plain tho "mystery" of these "discoveries" 
to his father. "M. H." was a rich gentle- 
man, in whoso possession these, documents 
were and who was so fond of Ireland that 
110 put them at his disposal. In fact, "M. 
II." presently began to send letters about 
It to the old man, Inclosing among other 
tilings 11'play called "William tho Con- 
queror," admittedly by young Ireland and 
liighly com mended by his generous patron, 
"M. H." 


In February, 1795, the.ro was a Rliow of 


111 tho relies at old Ireland's house, and 
many of tho leading literary men of tho 
day wore deceived. 
Tho officers of tho 


College of Arms antuuinccd themselves as 
champions of the authenticity of the relics. 
Dr. Joseph Wlmrton declared that a certain 
'profession of faith by Khnkospejiro" was 
finer than, anything in tho Liturgy. Bos- 
well fell on Ills knees and kissed tho docu- 
ments, mid tho Ijimvuto Pyo and 1(1 other 
literary lights signed a certificate of belief. 


Finally, in March, tho young man pro- 


duced "Vortlgern" and "Henry II,"tho 
lust, in his own handwriting, hut professing 
to lie a copy of Shakespeare's play of that 
Damn. There wax also <i corrobonito deed 
showing that an Ireland of Shiikespea.ro'8 
day had saved tho poet from drowning and 
had been nnsarded by having tho privilege 
of publication of Shakespeare's unknown 
plays assigned to him and his descendants. 
It was afterward contended that a youth 
of 11) could never have been clever enough 
to produce such u forgery as "Vortigern," 
but Ireland's Kuhsequont publications 
sufficiently disprove this objection, and ho 
satisfactorily confuted it, himself in after 
days. 
Did Ireland ami other-, were com- 


pletely deceived at tho time, and the old 
man, even after hi.s son's confession, hccms 
to have gone to hi.-< grave in the belief that 
Shakespeare really wrote "Vortigern." 
Hut Jhilone, Stevens anil others saw 
through the fraud from the first 


There was an exciting newspaper war 


about tlio question, mid IVrson, by way of 
ridiculing the affair, published n Greek 
version of "Three Children Sliding on the 
Ice," which be attributed to Sophocles 
Sheridan of Drury Lane agreed to present 
tho play, but Kemble's doubts caused its 
product Ion to be delayed. Mrs. P.ilnier 
hacked out of appearing in i( on the ground 
of "ill health," and Ireland rejected the 
prologue written tor it, by I'yo us not being 
confident enough.

plied by a handbill hogging the public to

more appropriate day and had inslMed on

confession in order to vindicate his father 
ngalnst the unfounded charge of complic- 
ity, and there wns an end of it all except 
for tho old man's stubborn belief.

young man for a time was almost a beg- 
gar. 
He lived for awhilo upon tho clothes 


and furniture of tho woman who coura 
goon sly married him immediately after his 
exposure, and then things t>egan slowly to 
mend.

the provision for the poor innocent calf, 
and we have filched his property from him 
by force or trickery. Hut, pawing over the 
moral tutpect of the question—which you 
will generally find Is the nioet discreet 
method wheti we arc discussing our deal- 
ings with the lower animals—how ig it that 
the cow is so especial ly useful in yielding 
us an abundant supply of milkf 


The answer is because she is naturally a 


forest animal that had often to leave her 
tuiby Ix-hlnd and to wander for for food. 
Wild cattle hide their young calvet in the 
thickets. Unlike the colt, the calf has but 
feeble locomotive powers, and therefore it 
could not accompany the cow when she 
traveled to distant glades where gross was 
abundant. 
Thus the sucking calf cannot 


get his nutriment whenever he wants it as 
the young foul can, which Is never away 
from the mitec. He has to wait for his 
meals until his mother returns. 
But this 


arrangement also renders It needful that 
the cow's udder should hold a good store of 
jnilk, which slowly collects during the 
hours when she is absent from her baby; 
hence the large " bag" which always dis- 
tinguishes a good milker, nnd hence also 
the important fact that a cow retains her 
milk until morning and evening visits of 
the farmer or dairymaid. 


The habit of chewing tho cud among 


cattle and other herbivorous animals tells 
a similar tale. 
They had no time to mas- 


ticate th<- grass thoroughly when they were 
feeding, but were obliged to get in a sup- 
ply of provisions us rapidly as possible and 
during the hours when the wild boasts 
were least abroad. Having got in their 
store, they retired to their safe hiding 
places and lay down to ruminate at leisure.

Gladntone'a View* on the Uelatlon of the 


Bible to Infinity. 


Look for a- moment at eternity under 


the view of Its being an immeasurable ex- 
pansion of time. 
Consider for a moment 


the very largo meaning involved in this 
proposition. The contemplation even of 
our own narrow span of life as a whole 
when seriously attempted seems to fill the 
mind nearly up to the limit of ita receptive 
power. A million is a numerical accumu- 
lation which, if regarded at once as a 
whole and in its units, seriously baffles us. 
Hut now we are called to heap together 
millions, billions and quadrillions without 
limit and to recollect that in doing it we 
do nothing, and however often we repeat 
tlio process It Is the same totles quoties— 
the Bcore is undiminishod. In dealing with 
such a, conception we pass beyond our 
depth. If all this may be so, yet It seems 
hard to compel every mind into the belief 
that it must IKJ so, and there is something 
to be said hero also in favor of taking refuge 
in our ignorance. 


This much we may presume to say: Had 


tho divine revelation boon intended to con- 
vey tf> us that time is an inseparable inci- 
dent of the future life, nnd that eternity la 
no more or less than the unfolding of an 
immeasurable roll of time, it seems prob- 
able that the Bible could and would have 
employed some terminology evidently 
adapted to that purpose. But such is not 
tho teminology actually given us, for in 
dealing with the condition of the righteous 
iu the world to come our Saviour builds not 
upon terms of time, but upon reunion with 
deity. And in touching with greater re- 
serve upon the condition of the wicked the 
image presented to us is either simply neg- 
ative, as in the case of the five virgins, or 
it is one of suffering without reference to 
duration, as iu the outer darkness where 
there will bo weeping and gnashing of 
teeth, or it is associated with words which 
etymologicully and by use signify the in- 
definite rather than tlio infinite. 
Some of 


the passages without doubt introduce the 
awful J7uago of finality. But such presen- 
tations are lid I bypoi-te to bo of extinction 
and total dimt/pe. .t:ico rathor than of a 
miserable existence coextensive with that 
of diety, and tiiey uir.y bo possibly suscep- 
tible of other explanations at present hid- 
den from our % iuw. In any ease this great 
diversity of delineation may lie thought to 
indicate a purpose of reserve.—Right Hon.

A terrible trial came for the packets on 


the outbreak of the American war in 1812. 
Tho French privateers, well found though 
they wore and manned with desperate men, 
wore child's play to the American, which 
wore twice as powerful and manned by 
English deserters. Where English frigates 
were overmatched it is hardly surprising 
that tho little packets should have gone to 
the wall. And yet they fought even 
against overwhelming odds with a desper- 
ate courage and an obstinacy remarkable 
even among British seamen.

Cock, in tlio Townsond, with a crew of 82 
men and four passengers, fought against 
two American privateers simultaneously 
for more than three hours before he would 
consent to surrender. 


Euch of his assailants was superior to 


lilm singly in strength, and tho two car- 
ried togotlior nearly flvo times his weight 
of metal and seven times his strength of 
men. 
Yet even when they had battered 


the packet into a wreck, when half its 
flrowwas in the surgeon's hands and when 
she was actually in a sinking state, Cock 
only with great reluetjmce hauled down 
his colors, lie had repelled countless at- 
tempts to board, and it was hard to have 
to yield to sheer \sciglit of metul. Tho 
Towuscnd wus so heavily shattered that 
tho American:,, finding her not worth 
keeping, restored her fur a small sum to 
her captain, who duly brought her into her 
destination, though without the mail for 
which ho had struggled so gallantly. Cock 
11 veil to light two or three more actions be- 
fore ho died, worn out with wounds and 
hard work. 
Hi.s u.-ime should be remem- 


bered at the postollice, for no man ever 
made a nobler light for his mail.—Mac- 
inillan's Magazine.

OP MUD 


HOJSES IN NEW MEXICO. 


Bow Ik* Brick* Ar» Made— Th«f H»T* 


§tmw In Th«iu Mtd AM Sum I>H*d. 
Dwelling* Mad* la This Wajr Ara Very 
Durable— A Favorable 


Architectural eugineoriug is a branch 


af the geiitle ait of making mud pics iu 
the laud where the adobe houses grow. 
Iu the laud of suusliiuo, wbcro a ruiuy 
day is so rare that it i* marked with a 
red cross, the native contractor aud 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
itreugth of material, the crushing limit 
of tubular columns aud the wind pres- 
sure per square foot of elevation. He 
floes not pore over bluo prints of plans, 
cross sections aud elevations, nor doeii 
he whittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor's bid. He simply rolls his 
trousers up above hie knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes the "dobe mud," and in a short 
tiiue he is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 


Adobe houses are brick house*, but 


the brick is sun dried and made with 
straw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement pe- 
culiar to the arid plains of Now Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of states 
and territories. It is turned out in the 
most primitive manner, and the Blue 
Island brickuiaker who might happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican 'dobe 
brickmaker would view the operation 
with amusement or disgust. Kiln burn- 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im- 
posed by the climatic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 


In summer an adobe house is cool ; in 


winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab- 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
the suu dried brick is soft compared to 
the kilu dried article, it does not crum- 
ble, and it stands for ages. 


A man who recently traveled through 


New Mexico was much interested in the 
'dobe houses. For weeks he inquired 
aud searched for a 'dobe house in the 
hands of the builders. At length in 
Santa Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their bare feet upon 
clay in a wooden frame. He inquired 
and found that he was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobe brick. In de- 
scribing the process he said : 


"The men actually dug up the 'dobe 


tnud from the bottom of the ditch which 
skirted the road. They mixed it, or, as 
we say, 'tempered' it with water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
short pieces and mixed it with the clay, 
and their material was Kady to make 
into brick. A wood frame lay on the 
ground. This frame was filled with the 
'dobe mud mixed with hay, and one of 
the men got into the frame and stamped 
the mud down with his bare feet, at 
the same time tamping it with a stick. 
After the frame was packed hard he 
scraped the surplus mud off with a 
stick,' so that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting the frame from the clay ho 
carried the brick to ouo side of the road 
and stood it on its edge. The next brick 
he made he leaned against the first one, 
and soon he had a dozen large bricks — 
each twice as wide and long and thick 
as an ordinary brick — drying in the 
sun. One of the men told me that the 
bricks would be ready to lay in three or 
four days, aud that they used the mud 
which the bricks ore made of for the 
plaster. 


' 'The walls of an adobe bouse ore very 


thick, sometimes two or three feet, and 
in the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
they reach tho roof. The roof is support- 
ed on wooden beams, laid edgewise on 
the walls, and the bricks are built up 
level with the top of the beams between 
the timbers, leaving tho edge of the 
rafters exposed. The roof has a slight 
slant, and is made of adobe bricks. 
When it ruins, tho water soaks into the 
roof bricks, but does uot begin to drip 
down into the rooms below until the 
rain is over. Then the family moves out 
until the water is through with its 
dripping. I saw an adobe house in Santa 
Fe which was bnilt in the sixteenth 
century, and, so fur as I could see, the 
walls were as strong and good as auy 
house around there. 


''Walls are built of stone, plastered 


with adobe cement, if I may so cull it, 
and such walls are strong and solid. I 
suppose if that country bad half OH much 
ram as falls in Chicago the 'dobe houses 
would after a time crumble away, but 
the average year in New Mexico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
139 days when sunshine predominates 
and only 89 days of cloud, so that the 
rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sized fall of dew. " 


It is estimated that an ndobe house 


costs about $100 a room, hut there are 
mansions built of this material which 
cost not less than f 30, 000 to coiiHtrnct. 
When the "Americans" sfttlcd in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada uncl tho 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless "condition of the country 
and built their houses of 'dobe mud. — 
Chicago Record. 


Kentucky's Name*. 


Kentucky is known as the Corn Crack- 


fr State, from a game bird enjoying tho 
same name which was formerly found 
in great abundance in most parts of tho 
state. It is also called the Blue Grass 
State, from the belt of land running 
through the center in which this variety 
of grass grows to great perfection. In 
tho early days of our history it was 
known as the Dark and Bloody Ground, 
br-ing so termed by the Indians. It was 
then a debatable land between the In- 
dians living north of the Ohio and those 
living in the mountains of Tennessee 
and Georgia, n sort of battleground for 
there tribes, which fact gave it the 
name lonf before it WM settled by the 
White*.

that vast and almost forgotten territory. 
For years their condition has been a 
disgrace to any civilized nation. Not 
only have they been left densely ignorant 
but they have suffered from immoral 
influences, customs and surroundings. 
The native Alaskan women are in an al- 
most hopelessly degraded condition. 
Wives are sold or exchanged by their 
husbands, and mothers soil their daugh- 
ters or wholly abandon them to lead 
such lives as necessity compels. 


The first religious or civilizing influ- 


ence that was felt by the Alaskan women 
was as recently as 1877, when Mrs. A. 
R. McFarlaud, a veteran home mission- 
ary worker, heard of their condition and 
•went to their rescue. She founded the 
first mission in Alaska at Fort WraugelL 
Owing to her efforts another mission 
was established at Sitka and now there 
is located at that far northern capital 
an industrial and training school for 
boys and girls which has but recently 
been taken charge of by the federal gov- 
ernment 


In the industrial and training school 


the girls are taught sewing, cooking 
and, in short, all the household accom- 
plishments. They learn readily and can 
easily become self supporting, for there 
is a large demand for competent serv- 
ants there. 
Miss Hilton is a native 


Alaskan girl who has had unusual ad- 
vantages. She expects to arrive in Sitka 
in August and will at once fit up a 
model kitchen where she will teach her 
countrywomen all about the mysteries 
of wholesome cookery.

The Rev. William Cullen Hicks i« 


only 28 years old, but he is already a re- 
vivalist of some note, aud his fame has 
spread in the rural districts of almost 
every state in tho Union.

Hicks seldom appears in big cities, not 
from lack of opportunities, but because 
he prefers to labor among the country 
people and out on the edges of civiliza- 
tion.

it So extraordinary is his memory and 
his knowledge of thoBiblo that ho can 
repeat absolutely every chapter in the 
New Testament and, with the exception 
of Psalms, every chapter in tho Old 
Testament. Ho can begin at tho first 
chapter and go through with every one 
of the books, in correct consecutive or- 
der, or he can commence at tho last 
chapter and repeat them backwards 
without missing a single sentence, or 
ho can commence at the middle of tho 
chapter and go cither way. 


These and a lot of other mental gym- 


nastics with the subject matter of the 
Bible have won the Rev. Mr. Hicks 
great renown wherever he has given an 
exhibition of his remarkable powers. 
He IK at all times willing to give such 
exhibition, too, and has done so fre- 
quently to convince incredulous people. 
One of his favorite methods of giving 
an exhibition is to ask for some person 
in the congregation to name any chapter 
in any book in tho Bible, tnr.ch after 
the manner of tho presticligitateur who 
calls for some one to name a card. When 
a chapter is called for the Rev. Mr. 
Hicks proceeds to repeat It offhand. 


Mr. Hicks was born in Paloski coun- 


ty, Ky., Dec. 22, 1807. His parents 
were of Irish birth and wore in hum bio 
circumstances.

HOUSES BUILT IN TREE*. 


Hew O«lM>s> Claim* the 
Distinction ef 


r*rnlshls>c ThU Culqae ••ecuele. 


Man was indubitably at oue period of 


his existence uu arboreal animal. He 
had much to do with " tho trues of the 
garden." In some places and as repre- 
sented by some races he still lives 
among thecu. 


The natives of New Guinea climb 


1U.O monkeys aud travel for long dis- 
tances from one tree to another without 
descending to the ground. The birds 
build little fairyliko cabins on the 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses iu tho top of the tallest forest 
trees. First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of the teak or cedar or 
oak treo ho has selected, begins by cut- 
ting off some of the branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
ou which his house is to rest You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
with the tools bo uses if you should see 
them. He has uo saw or steel edged ax, 
but ouly a sort of tomahawk tuado of 
stone and knives of bone or hard wood. 
When, however, he has in some way 
managed to get the limbs of his tree so 
cut and fashioned as to support his 
house, his hardest work is done. 


Tho house itself is soon built and is 


made of bamboo strips and thatched 
wit!) palm leaves. All parts are firmly 
lashed together with strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropes. It is not a 
large house, though it sometimes con- 
tains several rooms, but it is a safe and 
secure retreat for the women and chil- 
dren iu case of a sudden attack by hos- 
tile tribes. 


Tho house is reached from the ground 


by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. In cose mi enemy ap- 
pears tno huklor is druwu u... uud the 
man and his family uud the pig tiro safe 
within the house. The elevation not 
ouly secures the household from wild 
boasts and from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking what they may devour, 
but also front disease germs, which, like 
those of yellow fever, do not rise above 
a certain level. The breeze, too, rocks 
the house gently, like a cradle, aud seta 
the fresh air into circulation, making it 
delightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below. 


If you should climb the long ladder 


and peep in at the door, you will find 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about tho floor eating yams, cocoanuts 
and bananas, and shoring them with 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. You 
will find there no pictures, toys or play- 
things, such aa even the poorest children 
among us possess; no music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bed and no mats ou the floor. 


Many a true built nest is constructed 


with more art and is more comfortable 
for the little ones who ore bom in it, 
and is for prettier than the rude huts of 
the wild men of New Guinea.—Phila- 
delphia Inquirer. 


THE SUN'S DISTANCE. 


Would Take five Hendred Tear* to Cover 


It at • Swift Steamer1* Paee. 


"The sun is about 98,000,000 miles 


distant from the earth," writes Alden 
W. Qnirnby in Ladies' Homo Journal 
"It varieu through the year because the 
earth's orbit is elliptical, and tho sun 
is at one focus of the ellipse. The earth 
is more than 8,000,000 of miles nearer 
the sun iu December than iu June, at 
Which time the latitudes south of the 
equator receive his direct rays and ex- 
perience tho great heat of their summer.

It 
han been suggested that the irli a is that, 
being already dead, the captor will not 
trouble to kill them. 


More probably it ii merely a ruse in 


the hope that by lying still they may 
be forgotten <uid crawl off presently un- 
observed. Another reason is suggested 
by the fact that cats and the cat tribe 
rto not often toucli their prey unless it 
niovrs. —London Standard.

C. BUNNER, editot 
of Puck, who re- 
cently died of con- 
sumption, was born 
In 
Oswego, 
New 


York, Aug. 3, 1S55. 
Ho went to New 
Yorlt as a boy, and 
prepared forColutn- 
bls. Although, In- 
etead of going to 
college, ho entered 


the employ of Messrs. Amalnck & Co., 
merchants, he early showed a strong 
literary bent, and his reading, omniv- 
orous and unhampered; led him over a 
wide range of subjects and into many 
little-frequented byways of literature. 
He rarely forgot anything he had onco 
read, and his mind became a store- 
house of valuable and often amazing 
information, so disposed and classified 
aa to be Instantly available. While he 
may have missed his college course, 
others never missed it in him, and the 
konorary degree of A.M. which was re- 
cently conferred on him by '-Tale was 
more than a graceful compliment. 


Business life, not strangely, proved 


uncongenial, and in 1873 he gave It up 
and took to writing, contributing to the 
Arcadian, a weekly periodical which 
led a brief but exciting existence, and 
serving as reporter on the World and 
Sun. 
When the English Puck was 


started by Adolf Schwarzmann and 
Joseph Keppler, in 1877, with Sidney 
Roaenfeld as editor, Banner became 
assistant editor, and very soon suc- 
ceeded his clever but Impractical chief. 
His output at this time was enormous. 
The entire paper was written by two or 
three men, the lion's- share of work 
always falling to Bunner. Editorials, 
poems, jokes, dialogues, stories, came 
•from hla pen in prodigal profusion. 
For some time the paper was a doubt- 
ful experiment, but Banner's faith in tt 
never wavered. When, largely through 
his encouragement and Industry, it* 
success was assured, and he was re- 
lieved of much of the old-time drud- 
gery, he began to contribute to the 
magazines 
the 
stories and 
verses 


through which his permanent reputa- 
tion as a writer was made. But hla 
loyalty to Puck never faltered. 
Ho 


worked constantly to make It some- 
thing more than merely a humorous 
paper. He succeeded. His short, fear- 
less, trenchant editorials were a power 
on the side of honest government; and 
latterly many of his most charming 
short stories have appeared flrst in the 
paper which he edited. 


Ten years ago Mr. Bunner married 


Miss Alice Learned, of New London, 
and soon after they went to live in Nut- 
ley, New Jersey. His family consists 
of two daughters and a son, Laurence, 
named after his friend, Laurence Hut- 
ton. In Nutley, Mr. Bunner learned to 
love the country as much as he con- 
tinued to love tho city. He surrounded 
himself with flowers and animals in 
great variety—a donkey, pigs, rabbits, 
and birds of various plumage, while no 
friendless cat or dog was ever turned 
from his door. 


Hero he lod a happy, healthful life, 


but tho germs of 
Inherited disease 


were already at work. 
The sympa- 


thetic humanity which characterizes 
his stories and his essays characterized 
the man. When he should have saved 
his strength he gave it lavishly for oth- 
ers. Yet ho never missed (he^.umoroua 
side of nny situation; and the rellel 
which this capacity ...Torded him doubt- 
less kept him up long after ho had ex- 
ceeded the limits which nature ordinar- 
ily Imposes, Ho was a delightful com- 
panion, and a satlsf} ing. helpful friend 
—the same man In real life that he was

FULMINATE OF MERCURY. 


The Powerful 
Explosive Used 
in the 


Bomb Made by the Aimrchints. 


Fulminate of mercury, which is used 


by European anarchisits in the manu- 
facture of their bombs, is one of the 
most treacherous and powerful explo- 
sives known to science, says the New 
York World. 
Heretofore it has been 


employed in percussion caps and as a 
detonator for nitre-glycerin prepara- 
tions. It explodes when subjected to a 
slight shock or to heat and not a few ex- 
pert chemisits since its English inven- 
tor, Howard, have been seriously in- 
jured or killed while preparing or ex- 
perimenting with it. 


In France eome years ago the cele- 


brated chemist, Barruel, was manipu- 
lating this dangerous 
product in a 


heavy agate mortar when his atten- 
tion was suddenly distracted and he let 
the pestle down with a little less care 
than ordinary. The explosion which 
followed literally blew the mortar to 
dust, and it tore Barruel's hand from 
his 
wrist. 
Another 
distinguished 


chemist, Belot, was blinded and had 
both hands torn off while experiment- 
ing with fulminate of mercury. Jus- 
tin Leroy, a French expert in the manu- 
facture of explosives was one day en- 
gaged in experimenting with this com- 
pound in a damp state, in which condi- 
tion it was supposed to be harmless. 
It exploded with such force, however, 
that nothing of Mr. Leroy that was 
recognizable could afterward be found. 


An English chemist named Hennell, 


while manufacturing a shell for mili- 
tary use, into the composition of which 
fulminate of mercury entered, was also 
blown literally to atoms, and the frag- 
ments of the building where he was 
conducting his experiments were scat- 
tere<i for hundreds of feet in 
every 


direction,

Judge Dobler has decided that Mr. 


Charles A. Carroll is not legally liable 
for the cost of a frame ordered by Mrs.

The decision 
reverses the judgment of the magis- 
trate, which was in favor of the pic- 
ture-frame manufacturers who made 
the frame. 
Mr. Carroll Is a retired

He testified at the trial that he did not 
know the portrait and frame had been 
ordered and that he would not have- 
consented to the order had he known it. 
The cost of the frame was f75 and, in 
Mr. Carroll's opinion, that was excess- 
ive. 
It was contended, on the other 


hand, that Mr. Carroll was .'esponslble 
for the debt under the law which 
makes a husband liable for articles pur- 
chased by his wife and not incompati- 
ble with her station in life and social 
position. An effort was also made to 
hold Mr. Carroll responsible on the 
ground that the frame should be con- 
sidered household furniture. On behalf 
of Mr. Carroll it was argued that the 
frame was a luxury pure and simple, 
especially as it was not intended to put 
the portrait in Mr. Carroll's house, but 
to put it on exhibition at the Char- 
coal club.
